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DETAILED ACTION 



This Application has been examined. The original claims 1-17 are pending. The 
examination results are as follows. 

Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The examiner has considered the documents listed in forms PTO-1449 submitted with the 
Information Disclosure Statements (EDSs) received 2/24/04 and 7/14/04 (see the attached forms 
PTO-1449). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-17 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a plasma display device for. Each independent 
claims 1 and 6 identifies the uniquely distinct features: " each display line (L) of the plasma 
display panel (50). . .to define a next display line ", " a partition wall matrix ( 1 5 A and 1 5C) 
...from each other '\ and " a plurality of separation walls (15B) . . . with the each unit light- 
emission area (PC) " (see figures 5-7). The closest prior art, the Setoguchi et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,707,436), and Sano et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,249,264) disclose conventional plasma display 
devices, which have display lines and barrier ribs; however, said patents, either singularly or in 
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combination, fails to anticipate or render the above underlined claimed limitations, which are in 
combination with other claimed limitations obvious. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
